The present species was erroneously referred to Japanese Bobua lancifolia 
Miers, but differs from it by the much larger oblong leaves and the much 
longer inflorescens. This is most resembling Bobua arisanensis (Hatata) 
Kanehira et Sasaki, but easily distinguishable from it by its more minutely 
serrulate oblong leaves with a mucronate apex, its elevated costa and veins 
on the upper surface as well as the different venation.
